As a distributor, Safeway does not control the whole­ 
sale prices of raw or manufactured foods and other 
products.

2. The Company's full resources and years of expe­ 
rience are intensively aimed at bringing about 
still further reductions of the in-between costs of 
distributing foods. This is the way in which 
Safeway increases its productivity with conse­ 
quent benefits to consumers, producers, employees 
and stockholders.

3. Small profits on large volume will continue to be 
the keystone of the Company's operation. In 1946, 
net profits were l%c per dollar of sales.

'Safeway maintaini inventories of a few commoditiee which muat be pur- 
chawd during the harvest and stored for later consumption.
